KEY TO CULTURE. 


A. Sow for succession from April to June for summer and autumn blooming 
Prepare the ground thoroughly by digging, adding a good supply of leaf mould o1 
well rotted manure, making the surface fine and smooth. 


B. Sow in gentle heat, ina well-drained pot or pan of light soil. Sow thinly 
and cover lightly with a fine sandy soil. Shade from bright sunshine, and water 
when necessary through a fine rose watering pot. Transplant to open ground when 
all danger from frost is over. The seed may also be sown in a cold frame in April, 
or open border in the latter part of May, but will not flower so early. Transplant 
or thin out before the plant gets too large. 


C. Sowfrom April to June or in August, in a well prepared bed of light soil 
covering the seed lightly. Keep clear of weeds, and thin out the plants, if too 
thick, sufficiently early to allow them to develop their growth. 


D. Sow in spring in a well drained pot or well prepared hot-bed of light, peaty 
or sandy soil. Place in a moderately warm temperature. Shade from bright sun- 
shine and keep moist, transplanting when ground is in proper condition, or in open 
ground after May 10th for late flowers. 


E. Sow in open border in April or May, and thin out or transplant, giving each 
plant plenty of room. 


F. Sow any time in a pot prepared as follows; Let the pot be one-third full of 
drainage or broken charcoal; over that rough siftings of mould, and the surface 
with very fine soil, half of which should be composed of fine, sharp sand ; water 
with fine sprinkler ; scatter the seed thickly over the surface, covering very lightly, 
keep from direct rays of the sun. As soon as the plants show the third leaf trans- 
plant into seed pans, three-fourths of an inch apart, giving a little air to strengthen 
them. When the plants begin to touch each other they should be transplanted 
singly into small pots and keep them in a cool, airy part of the green house near 
the glass. Re-pot them when necessary.

<= CuLTuRE—Mushrooms may be grown in 
cellars, under benches of greenhouses or in 
sheds, wherever the temperature of 50 de- 
grees can be kept up throughout the win- 
ter.

WEED SEEDS IN COMPOST. 


There is a popular idea that rotting manure in large heaps entirely destroys the 
vitality of weed seeds they may contain. This as regards many fully ripened seeds 
isa mistake. They are very hard, and even when they pass through stomachs of 
animals are scarcely at all injured for vigorous germination. Many weed seeds 
are distributed by birds, the seeds passing through the gizzard unbroken and grow- 
ing wherever the bird casts its droppings. To suppose that such seed must be 
destroyed by the heat of a manure heap is plainly anerror. In the middle of the 
heap, the heat may be sufficient to destroy vitality of the germ, but on the outer 
edges and the larger portion, if the seed is made unable to grow, it is more apt to be 
by starting the germ and then destroying it. In this way a manure heap turned 
twice or more may have most of its weed seeds destroyed, if care is taken at each 
turning to put the outside of the previous heap in the center of the new one.
